THE NICAKAGCAN CANAIY. 


The Senate seoms inclined to shelve 


the Nicaraguan canal subsidy bill, 
which as most papers say, would be a 
good thing, not because the bnilding of 
this waterway between the Atlantic,and 
Pacific oceans would1 not be oE great 
advantage to the United States, not 
because the advantages to accrue from 
the bnilding of it would not amply 
recompense us for the cost, but be- 
cause the building of the canal through 
the subsidizing of a corporation, would 
deprive our people of a great part of 
the advantages tbat should accrue to 
them from such bnilding. To build a 
canal and over capitalize it by issuing. 
two dollars of securities for every dol- 
lar put into it, as proposed in' the 
pending bill, would be to make neces- 
sary the charging of double tolls for 
the use of the ctnal, in order to earn 
dividends on the watered stock. __ And 
if our people had to pay these double 
tolls, they could not enjoy the redac- 
tion in freight charges, which" they 
have a right to get in return for taxing 
themselves, through the Government, 
to build the canal. 


Besides the building of the canal by 


a subsidized corporation wonld prob- 
ably lead to tho squandering of money 
in its construction, this would add 
greatly to its cost and would increase 
the tolls considerably. 


Therefore to guard against waste in 


construction and against over capitali- 
zation and thus keep down the tolls, 
the United States should build and 
operate the canal, and the United 
States should keep its hands untratn- 
meled in the fixing of tolls, it should 
own and operate the canal outrisht, so 
as to be free to discriminate in favor of 
American ships, free if it saw fit to 
charge American ships, say $1 per ton 
for the use of the canal, while charging 
foreign ships $1 60 per ton. 
It is by 


sach discrimination the United States 
could build up a merchant marine, 
secure to American ships a large share 
of the carrying trade of the world and 
thus build up a source of immense 
national wealth and power. To do 
this the United States must build and 
operate the canal, not through a cor- 
poration, but directly.

ness is an incentive to insanity. Oou- 
rmement ni a soht-uy cell in a prison 
often biecds madness. It is altogether 
an unnatural mental condition which 
impels a person to avoid the society ol

this symptom of mental disorder is moot 
of ten seen. Lacking the physical strength 
of man in most instances, .they are un- 
able. to withstand the depression that 
sometimes seizes them. That depression 
gives birth to a desire to be unobserved. 
Here is the,beginniug of the fit of shy- 
ness which results in unbalancing the 
miud and creating the idaa that the 
very sight of others is'nn affliction to be 
avoidert.
